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prices are given in ducats and marcelli. Renouard 


says that a ducat contains 69.81 grains of gold 


and also that 12.4 marcelli were equal to one 
ducat. Can you tell me whether gold coins at 


that time were reckoned in the same Troy weight 


which we reckon our current U. S. gold dollar. 
If such is the case, the ducat at that time 
would be worth, assuming the price of gold was 
the same then as now, about $3.00 in BU. S. 
currency. 


I wouid like this information for the 


purpose of comparing book: prices then with present 


day prices,
